('n tho morning of June 8, 1835. the 
Liberty bell, which for a century had 
been the city’s 
greatest 
instrument 
for showing joy or grief, was being 
tolled tor Chief 
Justice 
John 
Mar­ 
shall. 
On that 
occasion 
it 
was 
badly 
cracked. 
But. broken as it was. the 
bell wus afterward rung on great oc­ 
casions, although the tones were but 
sorry reminders of the once powerful 
sound 
So it happened that 7<» years 
age— Washington's 
birthday, 
1843 
the old bell was once again tolled in 
joy.. 
At that time, however, tit** pre* 
vious crack became so wide that the* 
tones were completely broken. 
it was never rung again after that 
day and for 70 years it 'las remained 
voiceless.—Phlladeluhia Ledger.
